W a s h in g t o n , January 10th.—A decision 
was rendered in the novel and interesting 
case of the King of the Belgians, by Clias. 
Mali, Consul, against the keeper" of the 
common jail of Hudson county, N. J. On 
the 101 h of last October there occurred on 
board the Belgian steam ship Nordland, ly­ 
ing at her dock in Jersey City, a fight be­ 
tween her sailors, in the course of which 
one of them, named W ildenhus, stabbed 
and killed another named Frigeus. Both 
were Belgian subjects. The police author­ 
ities arrested the m urderer and two other 
sailors, who were witnesses to the tight, 
and 
imprisoned 
them 
in 
ihe 
Jer­ 
sey City Jail. 
Tbe 
Belgian 
Consul, 
acting under instructions from his Govern­ 
ment, demanded the release of all the 
prisoners on the ground that the crime was 
committed within the jurisdiction of the 
Kingdom of Belgium, and that under the 
law of nations and the treaty between 
Belguim aud the Cnited Slates, he, as Con­ 
sul, had solo authority in the premises. 
The demand for the release of the prison­ 
ers was refused, whereupon the Consul 
took out a writ of habeas corpus, and upon 
the dismissal of ¡hat writ by the United 
States Circuit Court he brought the case to 
this Court by appeal. Justice Waite, speak­ 
ing for the Court in this eas*, says : 
’’ The 
principle which governs the whole matter 
is this: 
Disorders which disturb only 
the 
peace of 
a 
ship, 
or those 
on 
board, are to he dealt with exclusively by 
the sovereignty of the home of the ship"; 
but those which disturb the repose of peo­ 
ple on the shore may be suppressed, and if 
need be the offenders punished by the 
proper authorities of loeal jurisdiction. It 
m ay not be easy at all times to determine 
to which of Ilia two jurisdictions any par­ 
ticular act of disorder belongs. 
Much will 
undoubtedly depend on the attending cir­ 
cumstances of each particular case, but all 
must concede that felonious homicide is a 
subject for local jurisdiction, and if the 
proper authorities are proceeding with the 
case in regular manner, the Consul has no 
right to interfere to prevent. The decree 
of the Circuit Court dismissing the writ is 
affirmed.”

Speaker Sayre 
then took possession of the gavel, and, on 
motion of Gardner, the House adjourned.

IN" CONGRESS. 


R em arks of Senn*or M an ford on the In ­ 
terstate Com m ercial Bill. 
[By telegraph to th e Record-Union. I 
Washington, January 10th.—The Senate 
at 1 o clock p. m. took up the interstate 
comm erre hill, ami Beck took the floor 
with his speech in favor of the conference 
report. 
On motion of Dawes, the House am end­ 
ments to the Senate hill to provide lands 
*or IncJians in spvwalfv wpre non-con- 
curred in, and a conference asked. 
A lter hearing a remonstrance from the 
Minneapolis Board of Trade, the Senate 
proceeded to the consideration of the inter­ 
state commerce hill, and was addressed by 
Beck in favor of the adoption of the con­ 
ference report. 
Culiom also addressed the Senate in favor 
of the conference report, confining his re­ 
marks principally to the fourth section, as 
to long and short hauls. 
He addressed the 
Senate at length in support of the confer­ 
ence report. 
Stanford argued against the bill. H e 
said that it tended not onlv to prevent com­ 
petition by railroads, hut it exhibited a 
tendency to foster water wavs to the pre­ 
judice of railroad interests, i f the object 
were to enhance water lines at the expense 
of railroads, he did not know how a bill 
could be framed to secure such an object 
better than this bill. 
Railway business 
was legitimate, and there could ue no ju sti­ 
fication fur depriving owners of railroads 
of the control of their property. The bill

In regard to the long and short haul sec­ 
tion, he argued that water and oilier com- 
|ietition 
sometimes mude it absolutely 
necessary to charge more fur intermediate 
business than for through business. All 
overland lines of railroad find their rates 
very largely controlled and influenced by 
the routes by way of the Isthm us of Pana­ 
ma and of Cape Horn, that competition be­ 
ing willing to accept a small profit where 
larger cannot be had. 
They had to carrv 
along a line between two extreme points 
the same character at less rates than it is 
carried from the East to the West, or from 
the West to the East, to interm ediate 
places. 
Thus, because of competition, 
freight 
going 
from 
New 
Y ork 
to 
San Francisco m ay pass 
over various 
lines of railroad, m aking 
up 
on the 
through line tor perhaps half their regular 
rates—say from New Y ork to Buffalo, from 
Buffalo to Chicago, from Chicago to Om aha, 
from Omaha to Salt Lake, and so on to its 
destination on the Pacific coast. 
No profit 
is so small as to be despised. Business is 
done at that rate rather than not do it at 
all. Take a more m arked illustration: The 
Southern Pacific road strikes the Atlantic 
waters at a m uch less distance than any of 
ita more northern competitors. 
It has a 
line of easy gradients, comparatively, and 
it competes not only with its northern 
rivals but more particularly with Cape 
Horn and the Isthm us of Panama routes. 
Because of its shorter line and easier 
gradients, in this competition it often takes 
freight betwetn the two oceans as low as 
say $10, while it takes freight half way for 
say $20 a ton, a most reasonable rate, for 
the limited local business of that country. 
Now. if it only makes a dollar net on 
freight from San Francisco to New Orleans, 
at $10, it is led to m ake that dollar where 
it can get no m ore; but a ton of freight 
going to El Paso, som ething over half the 
distance, will pay $30. 
Now, if freight at 
$10 to New Orleans, pays $1 profit, a ton of 
freight going a less distance, to E l Paso, 
'would pay as much freieht as twenty-one 
tons going through to New Orleans, and 
vet the rates charged to El Paso are but 
fair, as is shown by the gross earnings and 
gross expenses of the road, leaving but a 
very narrow net profit. The shorter dis­ 
tance is not charged any more becanse of 
the lesser rate for the longer distance. 
In ­ 
deed, the longer distance helps the railroad 
company to m aintain itself, while without 
that help perhaps they could not do the 
shorter business at all. 
Is this Congress 
prepared to say that small earnings shall 
be despised—tbat they shall not be secured 
when greater cannot be had? Are they 
prepared to deny to individual shippers 
and communities the benefit of their more 
favorable location, w hether made so be­ 
cause of the geography and topography ot 
the country, or by artificial means ?

FURTHER DISCLOSURES OF THE IN 
TERSTATE COMMERCE BILL. 


The provision for publicity of schedules 
of rates, in the interstate commerce bill, 
will not probably be antagonized by rail­ 
way managers. 
But that clause which 
provides for the composition of the Com­ 
mission to be made of men from the 
great [>olitical parties, not more than three 
from one party, is so clear a recognition of 
possible paitisan influence lieing exercised 
upon a body that should be utterly free 
from all party considerations, as to make 
it wholly Objectionable. Suppose a third 
or a fourth party becomes prominent in the 
political arena; we will have the spectacle 
of “ parties ” clamoring for representation 
in an organization that may be danger­ 
ously used as a ¡«olitical agency. 
The vital and most essential provision 
of the bill, however, is that which pro­ 
vides that the carrier “ shall not receive 
greater compensation in the aggregate” 
for carriage of passengers and property of 
like kind and under substantially similar 
conditions, for a shorter than a longer 
distance over the same line, in the same 
direction, the shorter being included in 
the longer distance. 
But it is also pro­ 
vided that the “ A ct” shall not be con­ 
strued as “authorizing any common carrier 
within the terms of the Act, to charge as 
great compensation for a shorter as for a 
longer distance.” 
Then follows the pro­ 
viso lodging in the discretion of the Com­ 
mission the power to permit departure 
from these rules so that a less charge may 
be made for a long than on a shorter haul. 
If there have been abuses by carriers 
that call for the interposition of legal 
regulations, it does not appear that there 
is any sufficient reason for thus practically 
transferring the transportation of products 
and supplies by rail to men having no in­ 
terest whatever in the property most 
vitally affected. 
To deprive one of the 
management of his property is to divest 
him of the chief element of possession and 
title, and this is what the hill proposes 
to do. 
The Financial Chronicle, of New 
York, after thoroughly examining into all 
the statistical fads ladicvcs that on east 
and west lines the carriers will be driven 
by the proposed law to a choice between 
making cither the through or the local 
rates the basis for all rates. 
In that 
event the local rate would of course pre­ 
vail, for it is the profitable rate and not 
exposed to the competition of carriage 
which the bill does not reach. The result 
as affecting California may lie easily fore­ 
seen ; the cost of transporting our producé 
eastward, or our supplies westward, would 
advance to the measure of local rates and 
the producers and jobbers would be the suf­ 
ferers. 
It is not reasonable to suppose 
that the railroads would abandon the bet­ 
ter compensation for the poorer, for the 
mere sake of competition. Moreover, with 
a through rate based on the competitive or 
terminal charge, and with the provision 
quoted discountenancing the giving of au­ 
thority to the carrier to charge as great 
compensation “ for a shorter as for a longer 
distance,” and placiug his necessity to earn 
for his road from local rates—where both 
local and through arc adopted—at the 
niercy of a Commission, all propulsive 
of interest on the part of the carrier will 
incline him to escape from the “ Act” by 
abandoning through business. The pro­ 
tagonists of the bill have interpreted the 
“ di-vourageruent" clause—that .the Act 
shall not be construed to justify as great a 
charge for a short as for a long haul—to 
mean that such a charge may lie contested 
on the ground of unrcnsonablcne*;. 
Thus 
the Act waald appear to cut both ways, to 
discourage tl rough carriage at low ratesi 
but when adhered to, to lower local charges 
for shorter distances not only to, but below 
the competitive or through rate. 
And so we corne Lack to the original 
proposition that the whole force of the bill 
will be directed to the abandonment of low 
through rates. How this would operate 
upon the fruit Lu-iness of California and 
grain carrying, must be dear to the most 
ordinary Intc’.l'gence—it will tend to kill 
off one industry certainly, and drive the 
other into a single channel of carriage to 
its positive detriment. 
It is one of the mysteries of the prob­ 
lem that any Western producers should 
consent to have their interests placed in 


bu h peril. 
It is strany.e that they should 
prefer to trust to the discretion of a politi­ 
cal Commission exposed to the most pow­ 
erful temptation to use it; authority sel­ 
fishly, than to abide by the regulative laws 
of commerce. The very fact that the pro­ 
vision giving the C'ommision the power to 
lift the iron hand of the “ A ct" from the 
throat of industry, is deemed necessary to 
prevent t ie proposed law from doing im­ 
measurable harm, is a confession of the 
weakness of the law and the dangerous 
encroachment it makes upou the liberties 
of the people. 
Should the Act pass, however, and re­ 
ceive Executive sauction, we are confident 


that it will defeat its own ends; that the 
people will speedily become jealous of the 
extraordinary powers with which the Com­ 
mission is to be invested, and clamor for 
the lietter and safer regulation that springs 
from the operation of the immutable laws 
of trade and commerce. 


JAMES LICK'S MAUSOLEUM. 


The remains of James Lick, with con­ 
siderable ceremony and due solemnity, 
were on Sunday placed beneath the foun­ 
dations of the superb monument his wealth 
has raised to the cause of scientific research. 
We are to judge the lives of men not 
only hj their walk upon the earth, but by 
what they leave behind them. James Lick 
in his lifetime did not draw men to him, 
or attain to the level of the popular, nor is 
it in evidence that he made efforts to do 
so. 
But dying he left the material results 
of a life of toil and self-subjection to bene­ 
fit his fellow-men— indeed, he ordered 
entry upon his schemes of beneficence prior 
to his death. 
The chiefest of his gifts to science is the 
observatory upon Mount Hamilton. It is 
to be crowned very shortly by the greatest 
work yet accomplished by man in astro­ 
nomical fields. 
About July next the great 
telescope will be mounted, and not long 
thereafter the property, transferred to the 
custody of the Regents of the State Uni­ 
versity,will belong to the jieople of the 
State of California. That such a gift, and 
one that promises so much, continues to 
excite lively acknowledgments of gratitude 
is creditable alike to our humanity, and 
the spirit of our people, that so strongly 
commends all efforts to enlarge intelli­ 
gence and broaden the area of human 
knowledge. 
Hence it was fitting, emi­ 
nently so, that with due ceremonial method, 
the hones of the founder and builder of the 
greatest astronomical work of the world 
should he laid away beneath the magnifi­ 
cent structure that arose at his bidding. 
For the building and equipping of this 
monument to science, where his body now 
reposes beneath the massive pier of the 
great equatorial telescope he was planning, 
when to men he appeared most sordid, 
eccentric and wholly selfish, he set apart 
the sum of $700,000, and imposed the ob­ 
ligation in the trust deed that there should 
be constructed for the observatory “ a pow­ 
erful telescope, superior to and more pow- 
ful than any telescope yet made.” Just 
prior to this declaration the great instru­ 
ment at the Naval Observatory, Wash­ 
ington, had been set up, containing an 
achromatic objective in which, it was be­ 
lieved, the limit of possibility, as regards 
size, had been reached. Possibly this in­ 
spired Lick to provide for an effort to 
eclipse that of 1873 ; and thirteen years 
later it was done. For, after infinite labor 
and many years of experimenting and dis­ 
couragement, in which science more than 
once lost faith in the possibility of accom­ 
plishment, success was achieved, and less 
than a fortnight ago the thirty-six inch I 
clear aperture objective was delivered at 
the observatory—a massive structure of 
greater length than the Capitol building 
in this city, and which, with its fine 
library, photo-heliograph and helios tat, 
transit, photograph and meridian circle 
houses, stands in the midst of a grant of 
1,G00 acres, ceded by the Federal Govern­ 
ment for the purjiose. 
Others may lavish thousands upon mar­ 
ble mortuary piles to preserve their names 
before men ; such mutable records of vain 
endeavor will crumble and decay, and time 
efface all memory of those in whose names 
they are reared. 
But for the centuries to 
come, when men shall speak of California’s 
great observatory, or 
contemplate the 
progress of astronomical research it is to 
promote, there will be inseparably con­ 
nected with such themes, the name and 
licneficcnce of the strange and eccentric 
man wjion whose dust science is building 
an imperishable monument.

HAS THEIR COURAGE DEPARTED 11 


It is becoming the one interesting ques­ 
tion of the hour whether the people of 
San Francisco have sufficient of the vigor 
of “spunk” to enter even the commonest 
protest against the acts of the street rail­ 
way strikers; the time has passed when 
any physical action in resistance is to be 
looked for. 
A complete reign of terror 
has been successfully established by the 
lawless and 
turbulent 
element. 
The 
strikers announce that in a few days they 
will enter upon an entirely new and differ­ 
ently planned “campaign.” “Campaign” 
is certainly the exact word in the right 
place. 
By the toleration accorded the 
strikers in the use of dynamite and giant 
powder, murderous iron bars and well- 
aimed pistols, they have assumed the atti­ 
tude of belligerents, with, however, the 
novelty of no recognizable force opposed 
to them, if we except here and there a 
stray policeman. 


A S a n J o se contemporary states that it is 
expected the great lenses of the Liek tele­ 
scope, when put in place in July next) 
will reveal plant life upon the planet 
Mars, and asks “if so, why not animal 
life?” 
Because it will not reveal plant 
life. There is a great deal of misconcep­ 
tion about the power of great telescopes. 
The Lick instrument, great as it is, and 
larger and finer than any other in the 
world, is not expected to accomplish any 
such results as our contemporary antici­ 
pates. All such speculations are visionary, 
and have the authority of no student of 
astronomy. W ider fields will be explored, 
greater telescopic area be available to the 
eye at one time, greater light gathered 
within the compass of the monster object­ 
ive lens, and consequently astronomical re­ 
search be greatly aided, broadened and 
quickened. 
But that .any such revelations 
as are hinted at are to be made is absurd. 
The new instrument will facilitate astro­ 
nomical photography, and give to the 
searching of the spectroscope new interest, 
and result through it in new developments 
unquestionably; but let no one be deceived 
by the fiction that we are to look in upon the 
domestic arrangements of any possible in­ 
habitants of the nearer worlds swinging in 
unmeasured space. 


THE LATE CITRUS FAIR. 


England, Germany and Spain refuse to 
permit a company of American militia­ 
men to exhibit themselves in their spic- 
span new uniforms and burnished arms 
within the confines of those kingdoms. 
English, German or Spanish citizen-sol- 
diery would probably encounter no sucli 
difficulty in this country. 
Another dis­ 
tinction is thus clearly marked between 
a monarchy and a republic. 
Here the dif­ 
ference between the private and the officer 
is not a social one; it begins and ends at 
the uniform. 
But in England such equal­ 
ity might lead up to social complications 
that would develop into the offensive. 
This is one of the reasons telegraphed for 
refusing the Gate City Guard the privilege 
of marching through the “ right tight lit­ 
tle island.” 
Besides it is in violation of 
the traditional policy of monarchies to 
permit any foreign armed bodies to trav­ 
erse their soil. 
We can very well under­ 
stand this and the reason for it, and the 
Gate City Guard will better understand it 
when they do visit Europe, leaving their 
muskets behind them. 
By a very little in­ 
quiry they might have spared themselves 
the humiliation of the snub they have re­ 
ceived. 
It is in rather bad taste for them 
to go to England as a uniformed body of 
militia even unarmed. Their appearance 
in uniform will be looked upon there as 
an eccentricity only, and not secure them 
any greater consideration. 
As it Is evi­ 
dent the nations to which they applied are 
averse 
to the 
democratic demonstra­ 
tion the appearance of American citizen- 
soldiery would make in Europe, good taste 
would dictate that they respect the preju­ 
dice and go, if go they must, in their 
capacity as civilians. 


BEAMS AUD MOTES. 


The New York Tases is concerned, ac­ 
cording to a dispatch of this morning, 
about the Pacific coast method of choosing 
representatives of its 
interests. 
Like 
other Eastern idealists, the Times follows 
in the worn rut in criticising our methods 
in politics. 
Probably they are not as pure 
as angels’ robes at all times—human na 
ture out here is not different from human 
nature on the Atlantic slope. No one 
apologizes here more than there for the 
evil ways of mankind, but the Times and 
all the coterie of pessimists which joins in 
the chorus about the “ rowdy West,” will 
find there are beams at home as well as 
motes abroad, for removal. The undeni­ 
able records of political scandal in the Em­ 
pire State and from the Hudson to the 
Ohio, will disclose to the Times ample 
fields for the exercise, near at home,

Our contemporary declares itself convicted 
of the belief that only by the corrupt use 
of mouey can high station be attained 
upon the Pacific coast, but while we do not 
care enough about it to confront the critic 
with the proofs of the falsity of its sweep­ 
ing assertion, we cannot refrain from point­ 
ing to a very recent instance, that of Hon. 
W illiam M. Stewart, who within but a few 
days has been selected to be United States 
Senator from Nevada; vet he is a poor

sions U pon th e Subject.

A few words at 
this time about the late Citrus Fair will 
not, in my judgment, be out of place. 
What I Lave to say is uot intended as a 
criticism, or to find fault with its manage­ 
ment, but to point out what in my opinion 
will be of benefit in future. I notice with 
regret that some exhibitors at the fair find 
fault with the decision of the committee 
in awarding the premiums, notably so in 
Butte county, as I learn by reading the 
Oroville Register. 
There is no doubt that some reason for 
complaint exists, but the fault is not all on 
the part of the Committee on Awards, as is 
well known by those who had a chance to 
observe the general management of the 
fair. The classification and manner of 
entering exhibits was at fault, and was not 
such as to give the Committee on Awards 
a fair opportunity to correctly determine 
the merits of the different varieties of fruit 
and other articles. There appeared to be 
more competition and rivalry in an effort 
at display and show than to exhibit the 
quality and merits of their fruit. The 
principal exhibitors continued to bring in 
fruit and decorations until late in the third 
day of the fair and the entries were not 
made, nor fruit in place until after that 
time. 
There should have been a correct classi­ 
fication of all fruit and articles for which 
premiums were offered, and no entries for 
competition allowed later than noon of the 
second day. The Committees on Awards 
should have been named on Wednesday, 
and the hall closed to visitors until Í0 
o’clock a. m. of Thursday and Friday, to 
give the committees a fair chance to exam­ 
ine and sample the fruit and articles of 
which they were to judge. If this had 
been done, and competent persons selected, 
there is little doubt but that the awards so 
made would have been very satisfactory. 
My experience in cur State and district 
fairs leads me to the conclusion that pre­ 
miums should have been offered for the 
best fruit and articles named, designating 
the variety and amount of each to consti­ 
tute an exhibit, they to be classed and en­ 
tered by name and number, and awards 
made accordingly; and, if desired, also give 
second, third and fourth premiums, accord­ 
ing to merit. 
if the managers desired large exhibits by 
individuals, the amount should also be 
stated of each variety constituting such 
display, so that aU ' competitors would 
know what was required. In case of county 
exhibits, the county showing the largest 
number ot exhibits of fruit and articles 
named sbouldconstitute thefirst class: the 
county showing the greatest number of 
varieties the second class; the county 
showing the best general collection of 
oranges, the third class, and the county 
showing the best exhibit of lemons, limes 
and citron, fourth class. 
These, with the premiums offered by the 
Southern Pacific Company for greatest 
progress in citrus culture, would give en­ 
couragement to all. Should it be desirable, 
awards could also be offered for the best 
arranged and most showy exhibits; but, 
in all cases, a stated amount of each article 
for which premiums are offered should 
ronstitu'e an exhibit, and the whole num­ 
ber ot such exhibits from one county 
should constitute a county exhibit. 
The building of pyramids and encircling 
the walls with fruit ami evergreens should 
only be classed as the most showy or dec­ 
orative exhibit. An exhibitor who can 
show two dozen good oranges or lemons is 
thus put on an equality with the larger 
growers, so far as his exhibit goes, and is 
thereby encouraged to make a show of 
them, and is not deterred from it because 
some other exhibitor brings a thousand of 
one kind, as was the case at tbe late fair. 
As to any effort looking to a division of 
our district, or to that of county fairs, as 
against one general fair, it should not be 
thought of nor encoursqpl. Sacramento is 
a central place, the Capital of the State, and 
we ought to continue to hold one general 
Citrus Fair there each year for Ceutral and 
Northern California. The people of Sacra­ 
mento have been liberal and enterprising 
in this matter, and are deserving of credit, 
as well as the railroad company and Wei's, 
Fargo & Co., and all shoula continue to co­ 
operate together. Let us remedy the defects 
in our system of exhibits and awards, and 
all pull together and make our Citrus 
Fair a permanent institution worthy of 
Central and Northern California. 
And let 
us rememhor that it is of little matter who 
gets the premiums, but that it is of great 
importance to all that we hold a fair where 
the largest number of people will visit it, 
and thus let it be known that we are not 
second to any part of the world in growing 
these fruits ana products. 
The only fault I feel inclined to find in 
the matter is that the people of this county 
did not take the interest in the success of 
the fair that they should. Yuba county 
ought to have had thirty or forty more ex­ 
hibitors of citrus fruit at the fair than she 
did, and would have had them if those who 
grow such fruit had each contributed a 
dozen or two of them for the occasion. But 
our display was very creditable, and those 
who contributed to" make it such are en­ 
titled to much credit. 
That the fair was a grand success is con­ 
ceded by all who saw it. That it will do 
much good in bringing onr great resources 
into prominence cannot be denied. That 
the fair should be made a permanent insti­ 
tution, with headquarters at Sacramento, is 
in my judgment of very great importance 
to Central and Northern California. There­ 
fore let us commence tbe new year with a 
resolve to give more care to our citrus 
fruits; to plant more trees; to form com­ 
panies, to th* end that colonies be estab­ 
lished, groves planted, and large farms cat 
up into small tracts, and thus in a few 
vears we will find our streets crowded with 
visitors and home-eeekers. as is now the 
case in Los Angeles and Southern Califor­ 
nia.

The use of money 
to influence Legislatures is so common, es­ 
pecially on the Pacific coast, that it is well 
understood nobody but a millionaire can 
aspire to represent California or Nevada in 
the Senate with any reasonable hope of 
success. Mr. Hearst who is the leading 
candidate for the California seat, is openly 
accused not only of furnishing money to 
buy votes at tbe election of legislators, 
but 
of 
standing 
ready to purchase 
doubtful legislators 
enough 
to 
give 
him a majority vote in joint session this 
week. The price which this gentleman 
will be called upon to pay for a seat in the 
United States Senate is modestly estimated 
at $300,000. 
Cheap for the Pacific coast. 
The time was in the good old bonanza days 
when Senatorsliips ranged much higher in 
the market. That such a scheme of open 
and wholesale bribery can be reported in 
the newspapers and commented upon with­ 
out calling forth indignant protests all over 
tbe land, is humiliating evidence that tbe 
standard of public morality is not what it 
once was. If United States Senators were 
elected by tbe people, or under instructions 
from the people by their legislators, an 
aspirant for a seat would hardly attempt to 
secure it by purchase. The contest now 
going on in California, and which promises 
to end in tbe purchase of a seat in the Sen­ 
ate, will set the people thinking seriously 
whether the Nebraska idea of instructing 
legislators how to vote for a Senator, does 
not offer a remedy for one of the greatest 
scandals incident to our popular system of 
government.

Governor B artlett entered upon bis duties 
as Governor of the State of California yes­ 
terday, and was called upon by a large 
num ber of gentlemen wbo wished to ex­ 
tend tbeir congratulations, and by a still 
larger num ber who wished to intercede for 
friends who desirs to fill the various posi­ 
tions that the Executive m ust fill by ap­ 
pointm ent. 
All are received courteously, 
but the Governor refuses to listen to long- 
winded recommendations.- 
The profes­ 
sional “ position securer,” and all others, 
are politely informed that applications for 
positions, together with recom mendations 
and indorsements, m ust be filed in writing. 
T his is a new departure, and one that will 
save his Excellency a great deal of time, 
for the m an of “ political influence” who 
would take up two hours in presenting his 
claims will find it difficult, when he comes 
to sim m er it down, to m ake it cover one 
page of note paper. 
It was generally sup­ 
posed around the Capitol yesterday that 
the Governor's first official act would be 
th e a p p o i n t m e n t of a Superintendent of 
State P r i n t i n g and an Adjutant-General. 
F or the first nam ed position there are 
tuany a p p l i c a n t s , for the latter only two 
prom inent ones—General Cosby, the present 
i n c u m b e n t , and Colonel J. J. Tobin, the 
private S e c r e t a r y to ex-Governor Stoneman. 
Columbus Bartlett, brother to the Gov­ 
ernor, has been appointed the latter’s P ri­ 
vate Secretary, and occupies the middle 
office. 
Thom as P. Randolph has been appointed 
E: -cutive Secretary, and is installed in the 
Office lately occupied by H . J. W. Dam. 
T he first official act of the Governor, 
after nam ing his Secretaries, was to issue 
Notarial appointm ents, as follow s: 11. E. 
M akinney, Santa Cruz ; I. M. Sm ith, Galt. 
H e also appointed George E. T urner D i­ 
rector of A gricultural District No. 17.

A F a m o u s V io lin ist W ell K now n in C a li­ 
fo rn ia D ies in T exas. 
Many of the early residents of this city 
rem em ber John Kelly, who in the earfy 
fifties was located here and had a regular 
engagement for a long tim e to play the 
violin, of which he was master, in the 
H um boldt on J street, between Front and 
Second, for which service he received $100 
per night. The tollowing from the Victoria 
(Texas) Advócale of December 4th, will no 
doubt call to the m ind of m any a pioneer 
reminiscences of this musical m instrel of 
those historic days. 
It says : 
“ Two weeks ago the Advocate announced 
the arrival in this city of John Kelly, the 
famous violinist, accompanied by his wife. 
They visited Victoria for the purpose of 
giving a concert, but owing to Mr. Kelly s 
illness, dating back some months, he was 
unable to appear. Since then his condi­ 
tion steadily grew more serious, until on 
Thursday evening last it became apparent 
th at his death was near at hand. 
Gradu­ 
ally the silver cord was loosened, and about 
5 a . m . yesterday he passed quietly away. 
The career of the dead musician has been 
a long and varied one. A native of Ire­ 
land, he came to America over fifty years 
ago, and at once became prom inent as a 
violinist. 
In 1844 he accompanied the 
celebrated Ole Bull on his first American 
tour, and appeared with that distinguished 
artist in ali the principal cities of the 
United State». 
He was among the early 
em igrants to California, and for mally years 
spent the greater part of his tim e in 
that State. 
H is masterly skill on the 
violin, together with his genial disposition, 
soon won for him a host of friends among 
the people of the Pacific coast, and there 
are many aged California pioneers still liv­ 
ing who, during the early settlement of 
that now giant commonwealth, found in 
the magic of his wizzard bow a solace for 
the longing for distant homes and absent 
loved ones. 
W ith the enthusiasm and 
generosity of his Celtic origin, no man was 
so hum ble as to fail to enlist his sympathy, 
and the gains of his professional career 
were scattered with a lavish hand in aid of 
the poor and unfortunate. 
But death 
comes to all sooner or later, and the gener­ 
ous-hearted Kelly, after a long life, passes 
to the great beyond, m ourned by a legion 
of friends. 
The sad announcem ent will 
cause pangs of sincere regret wherever he 
was known, and in distant climes the 
memory of his wondrous genius will long 
remain as a m onum ent more enduring 
than marble. Green be the sward above 
him and soft the winds that m urm ur 
around his last resting place. 
“ Besides his sorrowing wife, Mr. Kelly 
leaves three children by a former m ar­ 
riage, two of whern are residents of Califor­ 
nia. The third, the eldest boy, has long 
been a wanderer, his present whereabouts 
not being known. The funeral took place 
this m orning from St. M ary’s Catholic 
Church, the body being followed to the 
grave by a num ber of sym pathizing friends. 
“ Bom July 5,1812. 
Died D ecem bers, 1S86.” 
The widow of the deceased is very de­ 
sirous of erecting a m onum ent over the 
remains, and for that purpose has asked 
her California friends to contribute. 
A 
gentlemen well acquainted w ith the de­ 
ceased, in speaking of the m atter, yester­ 
day. said: 
“ How Ireely and prom ptly 
would John Kelly have acted for another. 
No one ever lived more deserving than he.”

SURGICAL EMERGENCIES. 


A P r a c tic a l L ectu re to Y ou n g M en by 
| 
D r. J . H . P a rk in so n . 
The third in the course of medical lec­ 
tures to young m en, was given last even­ 
ing by Dr. J. H . Parkinson, City Physician, 
in the hall of the Young Men's Christian 
Association. There was an excellent at­ 
tendance, most 
of the audience being 
young m en. The medical and clerical pro­ 
fessions were also well represented. The 
stage was tastefully decorated with pyra­ 
mids of evergreens and w inter flowers, and 
on a table at the back were a num ber of 
rude surgical appliances, such as could be 
found alm ost anywhere in any emergency. 
Dr. Parkinson commenced his address by 
giving a brief description of the anatom y 
of the hum an frame. 
He next spoke of 
wounds and their treatm ent. 
He strongly 
urged their cleansing with pure water and 
being kept clean. The use of such articles 
for covering up a wound as plaster, paper, 
cobweb, and a chew of tobacco were con­ 
demned. 
The 
wound, after 
it 
has 
been 
cleansed, should have the skin 
as far as possible drawn together, and then 
covered with a bandage, either sim ple or 
graduated. The application of both these 
bandages was illustrated. W here there was 
profuse bleeding the tourniquet bandage 
should be used. 
Its use was also practi­ 
cally shown. One great evil in the lay 
treatm ent of wounds was the application 
of too m any covers. 
Fractures were next 
spoken of—both simple and compound— 
and plain rules, free from technicalities, 
were given for the guidance of those at­ 
tem pting to help the sufferer till surgical 
aid could be obtained. 
W ith the aid of 
two common red handkerchiefs, some old 
carpet, blanket or sacks, a bed lath, shingles 
or shakes, and the triangular bandage, it 
was shown that a person of 
average 
intelligence could do much to assist those 
suffering from fractures. This part of the 
lecture was adm irably illustrated by the 
use of the sim ple appliances referred to. 
The doctor then spoke of accidents by fire 
and how to treat them . One thing neces­ 
sary was knowledge, another presence of 
m ind. 
The latter usually accompanied 
the former. If a person’s clothes caught 
fire, let him roll on the ground or envelop 
him self in a rug or blanket. 
In removing 
clothes from a person in this, or any other 
accident, cut them off: don't attem pt to 
remove them in the ordinary way. Better 
to sacrifice the clothes than for the patient 
to suffer. Faints, bleeding from the nose 
or varicose veins and hemorrhages of the 
lungs were spoken of and directions given 
how to act till the doctor arrived. 
Dr. 
Parkinson was ably assisted in his illustra­ 
tions by John Judge of the Railroad Hos­ 
pital. The address was not only instructive 
but interesting and well worthy of the 
close attention it received. At "the close 
the gym nasium was throw n open and a 
num ber of young men tried to develop 
their muscle. 
It was announced that next 
Monday evening there would be the usual 
m onthly m usical reception to young men.

FURTHER DISCLOSURES OF THE IN 
TERSTATE COMMERCE BILL. 
The provision for publicity of schedules 
of rates, in the interstate commerce bill, 
will not probably be antagonized by rail­ 
way managers. But that clause which 
provides for the composition of the Com­ 
mission to he made of men from the 
great political parties, not more than three 
from one party, is so clear a recognition of 
possible pattisan influence lieing exercised 
upon a body that should lie utterly free 
from all party considerations, as to make 
it wholly Objectionable. Suppose a third 
or a fourth party becomes prominent in the 
political arena ; we will have the spectacle 
of “ parties” clamoring for representation 
in an organization that may be danger­ 
ously used as a political agency. 
The vital and most essential provision 
of the bill, however, is that which pro­ 
vides that the carrier “shall not receive 
greater compensation in the aggregate” 
for carriage of passengers and property of 
like kind and under substantially similar 
conditions, for a shorter than a longer 
distance over the same line, in the same 
direction, the shorter being included in 
the longer distance. 
But it is also pro­ 
vided that the “ Act ” shall not be con­ 
strued as “authorizing any common carrier 
within the terms of the Act, to charge as 
great compensation for a shorter as for a 
longer distance.” Then follows the pro­ 
viso lodging in the discretion of the Com­ 
mission the power to permit departure 
from these rules so that a less rharge may 
he made for a long than on a shorter haul. 
If there have been abuses by carriers 
that call for the interposition of legal 
regulations, it does not appear that there 
is any sufficient reason for thus practically 
transferring the tramqiortation of products 
and supplies by rail to men having no in­ 
terest whatever in the property most 
vitally affected. 
To deprive one of the 
management of his property is to divest 
him of the chief element of possession and 
title, and this is what the hill prnjKises 
to do. The Financial Chronicle, of New 
York, after thoroughly examining into all 
the statistical facts, believes that on east 
and west lines the carriers will he driven 
by the proposed law to a choice between 
making cither the through or the local 
rates the basis for all rates. 
In that 
event the local rate would of course pre­ 
vail, for it i-, the profitable rate and not 
exposed to the competition of carriage 
which the bill does not reach. The result 
as affecting California may he easily fore­ 
seen ; the cost of transporting our produce 
eastward, or our supplies westward, would 
advance to the measure of local rates and 
the producers and jobbers would be the suf­ 
ferers. It is not reasonable to suppose 
that the railroads would abandon the bet­ 
ter compensation for the poorer, for the 
mere sake of competition. Moreover, with 
a through rate basis! on the competitive or 
terminal charge, and with the provision 
quoted discountenancing the giving of au­ 
thority to the carrier to charge tn great 
compensation “ for a shorter as for a longer 
distance,” and placing his necessity to cam 
for his road from local rates—where both 
local and through are adopted—at the 
ntercy of a Commission, all propulsive 
of interest on the part of the carrier will 
incline him to escape from the “ Act” by 
abandoning through business. The pro­ 
tagonists oí the bill have interpreted the 
“ di 
uragomcnt" clause—that the Act 
shall not be construed to justify as great a 
charge for a short as for a long haul—to 
mean that such a charge may be contested 
on the ground of unreasonableness. Thus 
the Act tv.uld ap[iear to cut both ways, to 
discourage through carriage at low rates» 
but when adhered to, to lower local charges 
for shorter distances not only to, but below 
the competitive or through rate. 
And t- > we come back to the original 
proposition that the whole force of the hill 
will lie directed to the abandonment of low 
through rat"s. How this would operate 
upon the fruit hud ness of California and 
grain carrying must l>o clear to the most 
ordinary inte'.l’gence—it will tend to kill 
off one industry certain’y, and drive the 
other into a single channel of carriage to 
its positive detriment. 
It is one of the mysteries of the prob­ 
lem that any W. stem producers should 
consent to have their interests placed in 
FU It peril. It is strati-e that they should 
prefer to trust to the discretion of a [Kiliti- 
cal Commission exposed to the most pow­ 
erful temptation to use it; authority sel­ 
fishly, than to abide by the regulative laws 
of commerce. The very fact that the pro­ 
vision giving the ConimLsion the power to 
lift the iron hand of the “ Act” from the 
throat of industry, is deemed necessary to 
prevent t’:e projiosed law from doing im­ 
measurable harm, is a confession of the 
weakness of the law and the dangerous 
encroachment it makes upon the liberties 
of the people. 
Should tiie Act pass, however, and re­ 
ceive Executive sanction, wo are confident 


that it will defeat its own ends; that the 
people will sjieodily liecome jealous of the 
extraordinary powers with which the Com­ 
mission is to lie invested, and clamor for 
the better and safer regulation that springs 
from the operation of the immutable laws 
of trade and commerce. 
JAMES LICE'S MAUSOLEUM. 
The remains of James Lick, witli con­ 
siderable ceremony and due solemnity, 
were on Sunday placed beneath the foun­ 
dations of the sujierh monument his wealth 
hasraised to the causeof scientific research. 
We are to judge the lives of men not 
only bj their walk upon the earth, but by 
what they leave behind them. James Lick 
in his lifetime did not draw men to him, 
or attain to the level of the popular, nor is 
it in evidence that he made efforts to do 
so. But dying he left the material results 
of a life of toil and self-subjection to bene­ 
fit his fellow-men— indeed, he ordered 
entry upon his schemes of beneficence prior 
to his death. 
The ehiefest of his gifts to science is the 
observatory upon Mount Hamilton. It is 
to l>e crowned very shortly by the greatest 
work yet accomplished hv man in astro­ 
nomical fields. About July next the great 
telescope will be mounted, and not long 
thereafter the property, transferred to the 
custody of the Regents of the .State lTni- 
versity,will belong to the people of the 
State of California. That such a gift, and 
one that promises so much, continues to 
excite lively acknowledgments of gratitude 
is creditable alike to our humanity, and 
the spirit of our people, that so strongly 
commends all efforts to enlarge intelli­ 
gence and broaden the area of human 
knowledge. Hence it was fitting, emi­ 
nently so, that with due ceremonial method, 
the bones of the founder and builder of the 
greatest astronomical work of the world 
should he laid away beneath the magnifi­ 
cent structure that arose at his bidding. 
For the building and equipping of this 
monument to science, where his body now 
reposes beneath the massive pier of the 
great equatorial telescope he was planning, 
when to men he appeared most sordid, 
eccentric and wholly selfish, he set apart 
the sum of $700,000, and imposed the ob­ 
ligation in the trust deed that there should 
be constructed for the observatory “ a pow­ 
erful telescope, superior to and more pow- 
ful than any telescope yet made.” Just 
prior to this declaration the great instru­ 
ment at the Naval Observatory, Wash­ 
ington, had been set up, containing an 
achromatic objective in which, it was be­ 
lieved, the limit of possibility, as regards 
size, had l>een reached. Possibly this in­ 
spired Lick to provide for an effort to 
eclipse that of 1873 ; and thirteen years 
later it was done. For, after infinite labor 
and many years of experimenting and dis­ 
couragement, in which science more than 
once lost faith in the possibility of accom­ 
plishment, success was achieved, and less 
than a fortnight ago the thirty-six inch 
clear aperture objective was delivered at 
the observatory—a massive structure of 
greater length than the Capitol building 
in this city, and which, with its fine 
library, photo-heliograph and heliostat, 
transit, photograph and meridian circle 
houses, stands in the midst of a grant of 
1,000 acres, ceded by the Federal Govern­ 
ment for the purpose. 
Others may lavish thousands upon mar­ 
ble mortuary piles to preserve their names 
before men ; such mutable records of vain 
endeavor will crumble and decay, and time 
efface all memory of those in whose names 
they are reared. But for the centuries to 
come, when men shall speak of California's 
great oleervatory, or contemplate the 
progress of astronomical research it is to 
promote, there will he inseparably con­ 
nected with such themes, the name and 
beneficence of the strange and eccentric 
man npon whose dust science is building 
an imperishable monument. 
MILITIAMEN DISAPPOINTED. 
England, Germany and Spain refuse to 
permit a companv of American militia 
men to exhibit themselves in their spic 
span new uniforms and burnished arms 
within the confines of those kingdom: 
English, German or Spanish citizen-sol- 
diery would probably encounter no such 
difficulty in this country. Another dis­ 
tinction is thus clearly marked between 
a monarchy and a republic, llere the dif­ 
ference between the private and the officer 
is not a social one; it begins and ends at 
the uniform. But in England such equal­ 
ity might lead up to social complications 
that would develop into the offensive. 
This is one of the reasons telegraphed for 
refusing the Gate City Guard the privilege 
of marching through the “right tight lit­ 
tle island.” Besides it is in violation of 
the traditional policy of monarchies to 
permit any foreign armed bodies to trav­ 
erse their soil. We can very well under­ 
stand this and the reason for it, and the 
Gate City Guard will better understand it 
when they do visit Europe, leaving tiieir 
muskets behind them. By a very little in­ 
quiry they might have spared themselves 
the humiliation of the snub they have re­ 
ceived. It is in rather had taste for them 
to go to England as a uniformed body of 
militia even unarmed. Their appearance 
in uniform will he looked upon there as 
an eccentricity only, and not secure them 
any greater consideration. As it is evi­ 
dent the nations to which they applied are 
averse to the democratic demonstra­ 
tion the appearance of American citizen- 
soldiery would make in Europe, good taste 
would dictate that they respect the preju­ 
dice and go, if go they must, in their 
capacity as civilians. 


BEAMS AUD MOTES. 
The New York Times is concerned, ac­ 
cording to a dispatch of this morning, 
about the Pacific coast method of choosing 
representatives of its interests. 
Like 
other Eastern idealists, the Times follows 
in the worn rut in criticising our methods 
in politics. Probably they are not as pure 
as angels’ robes at all times—human na­ 
ture out here is not different from human 
nature on the Atlantic slope. No one 
apologizes here more than there for the 
evil ways of mankind, but the Times and 
all the coterie of pessimists which joins in 
the chorus about the “ rowdy West,” will 
find there are beams at home as well as 
motes abroad, for removal. The undeni­ 
able records of political scandal in the Em­ 
pire State ami from the Hudson to the 
Ohio, will disclose to the Times ample 
fields for the exercise, near at home, 
of 
all 
its 
best 
missionary efforts. 
Our contemporary declares itself convicted 
of the belief that only by the corrupt use 
of money can high station he attained 
upon the Pacific coast, hut while we do not 
care enough about it to confront the critic 
with the proofs of the falsity of its sweep­ 
ing assertion, we cannot refrain from point­ 
ing to a very recent instance, that of Hon. 
William M. Stewart, who within hut a few 
days has been selected to be United States 
Senator from Nevada; vet he is a poor 


man, a man of brains hut without purse; 
and there are none so mean as to even sug­ 
gest that his selection was influenced by so 
much as a penny used. 
HAS THEIR COURAGE DEPARTES?I 
It is lie coming the one interesting ques­ 
tion of the hour whether the people of 
San Francisco have sufficient of the vigor 
of “spunk” to enter even the commonest 
protest against the acts of the street rail­ 
way strikers; the time has passed when 
any physical action in resistance is to be 
looked for. 
A complete reign of terror 
lias been successfully established by the 
lawless and turbulent clement. 
The 
strikers announce that in a few days they 
will enter upon an entirely new and differ­ 
ently planned “campaign.” “Campaign” 
is certainly the exact word in the right 
place. 
By the toleration accorded the 
strikers in the use of dynamite and giant 
powder, murderous iron bars and well- 
aimed pistols, they have assumed the atti­ 
tude of belligerents, with, however, the 
novelty of no recognizable force opj>osed 
to them, if we except here and there a 
stray policeman. 


A San J ose contemporary states that it is 
expected the great lenses of the Lick tele­ 
scope, when put in place in July next» 
will reveal plant life upon the planet 
Mars, and asks “if so, why not animal 
life?” 
Because it will not reveal plant 
life. There is a great deal of misconcep­ 
tion about the jiower of great telescopes. 
The Lick instrument, great as it is, and 
larger and finer than any other in the 
world, is not expected to accomplish any 
such results as our contemporary antici­ 
pates. All such speculations are visionary, 
and have the authority of no student of 
astronomy. Wider fields will he explored, 
greater telescopic area he available to the 
eye at one time, greater light gathered 
within the compass of the monster object­ 
ive lens, and consequently astronomical re­ 
search lie greatly aided, broadened and 
quickened. But that any such revelations 
as are hinted at are to he made is absurd. 
The new instrument will facilitate astro­ 
nomical photography, and give to the 
searching of the spectroscope new interest, 
and result through it in new developments 
unquestionably; hut let no one be deceived 
by the fiction that we arc to look in upon the 
domestic arrangements of any possible in­ 
habitants of the nearer worlds swinging in 
unmeasured space. 


THE LATE CITRUS FAIR. 
Some Very Sensible Views anil Conclu- 
«ions Upon the Subject. 
Marysville, January 0, 1887. 
Ens. Rkcord-Union : A few words at 
this time about the late Citrus Fair will 
not, in my judgment, be out of place. 
What I have to say is not intended as a 
criticism, or to find fault with its manage­ 
ment, but to point out what in my opinion 
will he of benefit in future. I notice with 
regreUhat some exhibitors at the fair find 
fault with the decision of the committee 
in awarding the premiums, notably so in 
Butte county, as I learn by reading the 
Oroville Register. 
There is no doubt that some reason for 
complaint exists, but the fault is not all on 
the part of the Committee on Awards, as is 
well known by those who liad a chance to 
observe the general management of the 
fair. The classification and manner of 
entering exhibits was at fault, and was not 
such as to give the Committee on Awards 
a fair opportunity to correctly determine 
the merits of the different varieties of fruit 
and other articles. There appeared to be 
more competition and rivalry in an effort 
at display and show than to exhibit the 
quality and merits of their fruit. The 
principal exhibitors conti-iued to bring in 
fruit and decorations until late in the third 
day of the fair and the entries were not 
made, nor fruit in place until after that 
time. 
There should have been a correct classi­ 
fication of all fruit and articles for which 
premiums were offered, and no entries for 
competition allowed later than noon of the 
second day. The Committees on Awards 
should have been named on Wednesday, 
and the hall closed to visitors until 10 
o’clock A. M. of Thursday and Friday, to 
give the committees a fair chance to exam­ 
ine and sample the fruit and articles of 
which they were to judge. If this had 
been done, and competent persons selected, 
there is little doubt but that the awards so 
made would have been very satisfactory. 
My experience in cur State and district 
fairs leads me to the conclusion that pre­ 
miums should have been offered for the 
best fruit and articles named, designating 
the variety and amount of each to consti­ 
tute an exhibit, they to be classed and en­ 
tered by name and number, and awards 
made accordingly ; and, if desired, also give 
second, third and fourth premiums, accord­ 
ing to merit. 
j { the managers desired large exhibits by 
in iividuals, the amount should also be 
stated of each variety constituting such 
display, so that all competitors would 
know what was required. In case of county 
exhibits, the county showing the largest 
number of exhibits of fruit and articles 
named sboulilconstitute the first class: the 
county showing the greatest number of 
varieties the second class; the county 
showing the best general collection of 
oranges, the third class, and the county 
showing the best exhibit of lemons, limes 
and citron, fourth class. 
These, with the premiums ollered by the 
Southern Pacific Company for greatest 
progress in citrus culture, would give en­ 
couragement to all. Should it be desirable, 
awards could also he offered for the best 
arranged and most showy exhibits; but, 
in all cases, a stated amount of each article 
for which premiums are offered should 
constitu'e an exhibit, and the whole num­ 
ber of such exhibits from one county 
should constitute a county exhibit. 
The building of pyramids and encircling 
the walls with fruit and evergreens should 
only be classed as the most showy or dec­ 
orative exhibit. An exhibitor who can 
show two dozen good oranges or lemous is 
thns put on an equality with the larger 
growers, so far as his exhibit goes, and is 
thereby encouraged to make a show of 
them, and is not deterred from it because 
some other exhibitor brings & thousand of 
one kind, as was the case at the late fair. 
As to any effort looking to a division of 
our district, or to that of county fairs, as 
against one general fair, it shonid not be 
thought of nor encouraged. Sacramento is 
a central place, the Capuál of the State, and 
we ought to continue to hold one general 
Citrus Fair there each year for Central and 
Northern California. The people of Sacra­ 
mento have been liberal and enterprising 
in this matter, and are deserving of credit, 
as well as the railroad company and Wells, 
Fargo A Co.. an J all should continue to co­ 
operate together. Let us remedy the defects 
in our system of exhibits and awards, and 
all pull together and make our Citrus 
Fair a permanent institution worthy of 
Central and Northern California. And let 
us remember that it is of little matter who 
gets the premiums, but that it is of great 
importance to all that we hold a fair where 
the largest number of people will visit it, 
and thus let it be known that we are not 
second to any part of the world in growing 
these fruits and products. 
The only fault I feel inclined to find in 
the matter is that the people of this county 
did not take the interest in the success of 
the fair that they should. Yuba county 
ought to have had thirty or forty more ex­ 
hibitors of citrus fruit at the fair than she 
did, and would have had them if those who 
grow such fruit had each contributed a 
dozen or two of them for the occasion. But 
our display was very creditable, and those 
who contributed to make it such are en­ 
titled to much credit. 
Tiiat the fair was a grand success is con­ 
ceded by all who saw it. That it will do 
much good in bringing our great resonrees 
into prominence cannot be denied. That 
the fair should be made a permanent insti­ 
tution, with headquarters at Sacramento, is 
in my judgment of very great importance 
to Central and Northern California. There­ 
fore let ns commence the new year with a 
resolve to give more care to our citrus 
fruits; to plant more trees; to form com­ 
panies, to th« end that colonies be estab­ 
lished, groves planted, and large farms cat 
up into small tracts, and thus iu a few 
years we will find our streets crowded with 
visitors and horn e-seekers, as is now the 
case in Los Ange!e3 and Southern Califor­ 
nia.

THE COLD SNAP. 
Frost In Various Places, bat No Dam age 
Reported. 
Napa, January 10th.—There was a frost, 
though not a severe one, last night. No 
damage was done. 
San Jose, January 10th.—The frost did 
little damage. Vegetables were nipped a 
little, but nothing more. 
Sonoma, January 10th.—Heavy frost. No 
damage reported. 
Santa Rosa, January 10th.—Warm wea­ 
ther is causing the peach and other fruit 
buds to swell in this vicinity. 
I’etalvma, January 10th.—There was a 
trost last night and several days before. It 
cut the grass only. Fruit is not far enough 
advanced to be damaged. The cold weather 
will retard its growth and prevent damage 
from later frosts. 
Hollister, January 10th.—Last night 
was the coldest ol the season, the mercury 
registering thirty degrees above zero. No 
damage was done, as little grain has been 
sown, and fruit is not sufficiently advanced. 
The weather promises fair, and farmers are 
fearful of a dry year. 
Los Angeles, January 10th.—The Signal 
Service reports a minimum temperature 
last night of 30°. There was a light frost 
in various parts of the county, but no dam­ 
age is reported to orange and other citrus 
trees. Young tomato and potato vines on 
low ground are in some places nipped a 
little.

Folsom, January 10th.—The frost last 
night was severe but not damaging. The 
thermometer registered 20° at 0 o'clock 
this morning. 
Stockton, January 10th.—No reports ot 
damage by frost have been received here 
yet. 
V acaville, January 10th.—No frost here. 
DISCOURAGING JÍKP0KT. 
Rum or tlm t Riverside Oranges Have 
been Injured by Frost. 
I.os Angeles, January 10th.—Informa­ 
tion was received yesterday at the Board of 
Trade, stating that the mercury had gone 
down 21 degrees in the lower and 24 de 
grees in the upper part ol Riverside settle­ 
ment during the night of Sunday and Mon­ 
day morning. As a consequence the orange 
crop there is seriously injured, though it is 
yet impossible to tell to what extent.

B oca, January 10th.—The Boca Ice Com­ 
pany have their ice houses filled with from 
11 to 12-inch No. 1 ice. The houses hold 
8,000 tons, and the company will start on 
Wednesday morning to load 200 freight 
cars with 12-inch ice to ship for storage in 
their mountain ice house, to make sure and 
have enough to fill the demands of the 
market the coming season. The weather 
is clear and cold at night. The thermome­ 
ter ranges for the last four nights, from i) p. 
M. to 2:07 a . m., 8° above zero. If this 
weather holds for ten days everybody in 
the business will have plenty of ice. 
A Shooting Scrape. 
San Gorgonio, January 10th.—Consider­ 
able excitement was caused here this after­ 
noon at 5 o’clock by a shooting affray be­ 
tween W. II. Hurley, of San Gorgonio, and 
Lew Johnson, of San Jacinto. Rumor says 
that there has been much bad feeling be­ 
tween the two men for some time on ac­ 
count of family trouble. The men had a 
quarrel at a saloon last week, but nothing 
worse than hard words passed between 
them. To-day they came together again 
and five shots were exchanged, one taking 
effect in Johnson's riglitside. Dr. Green is 
probing for the ball. The report is that 
Johnson cannot live. No arrests. 
A M exican's M ishap. 
S an G o rg o n io, January 10th.—On Thurs­ 
day of last week, one Tio, a Mexican, driv­ 
ing one of M. Aguirre’s teams, disappeared 
with one of the horses. The other horse 
went home, and search wus at once insti­ 
tuted for the Mexican.

EASTERN CRITICISM. 
A New York Journal’s View of the Sena­ 
torial (question. 
N ew Y ork, January 10th.—The Times, in 
in an editorial headed “ The California 
Scandal,” says: The scandalous methods 
adopted in California to secure the seat in 
the United States Senate now occupied by 
Senator Williams, calls attention anew to 
the weakness of the plan for electing Sena­ 
tors provided by the Constitution, and to 
the necessity of some such scheme as that 
recently adopted in Nebraska for giving 
the people qf the State some power in the 
choice of Senators who are to represent 
them as communities. The use of money 
to influence Legislatures is so common, es­ 
pecially on the Pacific coast, that it is well 
understood nobody but a millionaire can 
aspire to represent California or Nevada in 
the Senate with any reasonable hope of 
success. Mr. Hearst who is the leading 
candidate for the California seat, is openly 
accused not only of furnishing money to 
buy votes at the election of legislators, 
but 
of standing ready to purchase 
doubtful legislators 
enough to 
give 
him a majority vote in joint session this 
week. The price which this gentleman 
will be called upon to pay for a seat in the 
United States Senate is modestly estimated 
at $300,000. Cheap for the Pacific coast. 
The time was in the good old bonanza days 
when Senatorships ranged much higher in 
the market. That sncli a scheme of open 
and wholesale bribery can be reported in 
the newspapers and commented upon with­ 
out calling forth indignant protests all over 
the land, is humiliating evidence that the 
standard of public morality is not what it 
once was. If United States Senators were 
elected by the people, or under instructions 
from the people by their legislators, an 
aspirant for a seat would hardly attempt to 
stcure it by purchase. The contest now 
going on in California, and which promises 
to end in the purchase of a seat in the Sen­ 
ate, will set the people thinking seriously 
whether the Nebraska idea of instructing 
legislators how to vote for a Senator, does 
not offer a remedy for one of the greatest 
scandals incident to our popular system of 
government. 


A Modern Canoe. 
The Galt Gazette, in its anxiety to make 
that town noted, alleges as' follows: “ We 
have heard of No. 15 brogans, enormous 
shoes, etc., but it has just leaked out that 
Galt takes the palm for big feet of any com­ 
munity in the State. It seems Webster 
Lang, of this place, left for the swamp land 
west of town on a duck hunting trip one 
day this week. The gentleman wounded 
a duck and had a lively chase to get it, and 
in the race and excitement lost one of his 
shoes.

Governor B artlett entered upon bisduties 
as Governor of the State of California yes­ 
terday, and was called upon by a large 
num ber of gentlemen who wished to ex­ 
tend tbeir congratulations, and by a still 
larger num ber who wished to intercede for 
friends who desira to fill the various posi­ 
tions that the Executive m ust fill by ap­ 
pointm ent. 
All are received courteously, 
but the Governor refuses to listen to long- 
winded recom mendations. 
The 
profes­ 
sional “ position securer,” and all others, 
are politely informed that applications for 
positions, together w ith recom mendations 
and indorsements, m ust be filed in writing. 
T his is a new departure, and one that will 
save bis Excellency a great deal of time, 
for the m an of “ political influence” who 
w ould take up two hours in presenting his 
claim s will find it difficult, when he comes 
to sim m er it down, to m ake it cover one 
page of note paper. 
It was generally sup­ 
posed around the Capitol yesterday that 
the Governor's first official act would be 
th e appointm ent of a Superintendent of 
State Printing and an Adjutant-General. 
F or the liret nam ed position there are 
m any applicants, for the latter only two 
prom inent ones—General Cosby, the present 
incum bent, and Colonel J. J. Tobin, the 
private Secretary to ex-Governor Stoneman. 
Columbus Bartlett, brother to the Gov­ 
ernor, has been appointed the latter’s Pri­ 
vate Secretary, and occupies the m iddle 
office. 
T hom as P. R andolph has been appointed 
E: "cutive Secretary, and is installed in the 
office lately occupied by II. J. W . I)am. 
T he first official act of the Governor, 
after nam ing his Secretaries, was to issue 
Notarial appointm ents, as follows: 11. E. 
M akinney, Santa C ruz; I. M. Sm ith, Galt. 
H e also appointed George E. T urner Di­ 
rector of A gricultural District N'o. 17.

DEATH OF JOHN KELLY. 


A F a m o u s V iolin ist W e ll K now n in C a li­ 
forn ia D ie s in T exas. 
M any of the early residents of this city 
rem em ber John Kelly, who in the early 
fifties was located here and had a regular 
engagement for a long time to play the 
violin, of which he was master, in the 
H um boldt on J street, between Front and 
Second, for which service he received $100 
per night. The following from tte Victoria 
(Texas) Advocate of December 4th, will no 
doubt call to the m ind of m any a pioneer 
reminiscences of this musical minstrel of 
those historic days. It says : 
“ Two weeks ago the Advocate announced 
the arrival in this city of John Kelly, the 
famous violinist, accompanied by his wife. 
They visited Victoria for the purpose of 
giving a concert, but owing to Mr. Kelly’s 
illness, dating back some months, he was 
unable to appear. Since then his condi­ 
tion steadily grew more serious, until on 
Thursday evening last it became apparent 
th at his death was near at hand. Gradu­ 
ally the silver cord was loosened, and about 
5 a. m. yesterday he passed quietly away. 
The career of the dead musician has been 
a long and varied one. A native of Ire­ 
land, he came to America over fifty years 
ago, and at once became prom inent as a 
violinist. 
In 1844 he accompanied the 
celebrated Ole Bull on his first American 
tour, and appeared with that distinguished 
artist in all the principal cities of the 
United States. 
H e was among the early 
em igrants to California, and for m any years 
spent the greater part of his tim e in 
that State. 
His masterly skill on the 
violin, together w ith his genial disposition, 
soon won for him a host of friends among 
the people of the Pacific coast, and there 
are m any aged California pioneers still liv­ 
ing who, during the early settlement of 
that now giant commonwealth, found in 
the magic of his wizzard bow a solace for 
the longing for distant homes and absent 
loved ones. 
W ith the enthusiasm and 
generosity of his Celtic origin, no man was 
so hum ble as to fail to enlist his sympathy, 
and the gains of bis professional career 
were scattered with a lavish hand in aid of 
the poor and unfortunate. 
But death 
comes to all sooner or later, and the gener­ 
ous-hearted Kelly, after a long life, passes 
to the great beyond, mourned by a legion 
of friends. 
The sad announcem ent will 
cause pangs of sincere regret wherever he 
was known, and in distant climes the 
memory of his wondrous genius will long 
remain as a m onum ent more enduring 
than marble. Green be the sward above 
him and soft the winds that m urm ur 
around his last resting place. 
“ Besides his sorrowing wife, Mr. Kelly 
leaves three children by a former m ar­ 
riage, two uf whem are residents of Califor­ 
nia. The third, the eldest boy, has long 
been a wanderer, his present whereabouts 
not being known. The funeral took place 
this m orning from St. M ary’s Catholic 
Church, the body being followed to the 
grave by a num ber of sym pathizing friends. 
14 Bom July », 1312. 
Died December 3, 1886.” 
The widow of the deceased is very de­ 
sirous of erecting a m onum ent over the 
remains, and for that purpose has asked 
her California friends to contribute. 
A 
gentlemen well acquainted with the de­ 
ceased, in speaking of the m atter, yester­ 
day, sa id : 
“ How Ireely and prom ptly 
would John Kelly have acted for another. 
No one ever lived more deserving than he.” 
A subscription fqi this purpose has been 
started in Los Angeles; anyone who de­

A P ractical Lecture to Young H en by 
Dr. J . H . Parkinson. 
The third in the course of medical lec­ 
tures to young m en, was given last even­ 
ing by Dr. J. H . Parkinson, City Physician, 
in the hall of the Young Men's Christian 
Association. There was an excellent at­ 
tendance, m ost 
of the audience being 
young m en. The medical and clerical pro­ 
fessions were also well represented. The 
stage was tastefully decorated w ith pyra­ 
m ids of evergreens and winter flowers, and 
on a table at the back were a num ber of 
rude surgical appliances, such as could be 
found alm ost anyw here in any emergency. 
Dr. Parkinson commenced his address by 
giving a brief description of the anatom v 
of the hnm an frame. 
H e next spoke o'f 
wounds and their treatm ent. 
H e strongly 
urged their cleansing with pure water and 
being kept clean. The use of such articles 
for covering up a wound as plaster, paper, 
cobweb, and a chew of tobacco were con­ 
demned. 
The 
wound, after 
it 
has 
been 
cleansed, should have the skin 
as far as possible drawn together, and then 
covered w ith a bandage, either sim ple or 
graduated. The application of both these 
bandages was illustrated. W here there was 
profuse bleeding the tourniquet bandage 
should be used. 
Its use was also practi­ 
cally shown. One great evil in the lay 
treatm ent of wounds was the application 
of too m any covers. 
Fractures were next 
spoken of—both simple and compound— 
and plain rules, free from technicalities, 
were given for the guidance of those at­ 
tem pting to help the sufferer till surgical 
aid could be obtained. 
W ith the aid of 
two common red handkerchiefs, some old 
carpet, blanket or sacks, a bed lath, shingles 
or shakes, and the triangular bandage, it 
was shown that a person of 
average 
intelligence could do m uch to assist those 
suffering from fractures. This part of the 
lecture was admirably illustrated by the 
use of th e simple appliances referred to. 
The doctor then spoke of accidents by fire 
and how to treat them . One thing neces­ 
sary was knowledge, another presence of 
mind. 
The latter usually accompanied 
the former. 
If a person's clothes caught 
fire, let him roll on the ground or envelop 
him self in a rug or blanket. 
In removing 
clothes troni a person in this, or any other 
accident, cut them o ff: don’t attem pt to 
remove them in the ordinary way. Better 
to sacrifice the clothes than for the patient 
to sutler. 
Faints, bleeding from the nose 
or varicose veins and hemorrhages of the 
lungs were spoken of and directions given 
how to act till the doctor arrived. 
Dr. 
Parkinson was ably assisted in his illustra­ 
tions by John Judge of the Railroad H os­ 
pital. The address was not only instructive 
but interesting and well worthy of the 
close attention it received. At the close 
the gym nasium was throw n open and a 
num ber of young men tried to develop 
their muscle. It was announced that next 
Monday evening there would be the usual 
m onthly m usical reception to young men.

Deputy Sheriff Riley brought up from 
San Francisco last evening, en route to the 
State Prison at Folsom, W ong Ah Gow, 
who is to serve seven years for burglary. 
The steam er Constance arrived from San 
Francisco yesterday with a barge load of 
lum ber for W . F. Frazer and the Friend <fc 
Terry Lum ber Company, and returned 
with a barge light. 
R. I’. W ingate was yesterday examined 
by the Commissioners of Lunacy, who 
committed him to the asylum at Napa, and 
Deputy Sheriff Connors 
will take him 
down to th at institution this morning. 
The present clear and cold weather is 
being taken advantage of by the ice men 
on the other side of the hill to secure a 
good crop, and the ice-houses are being 
filled rapidly tvith an excellent article. 
There are at the station-house awaiting 
a claim ant a pair of sheepshears, three or 
four long strips of plug tobacco and a pair 
of overalls, which the owner, probably a 
sheepshearer, lost Avhile in the city re­ 
cently.
